All that can be reaso n­

Demo cratic citi­

and we usU y o u to make such inquiry as 
will satisfy y o ur co u-cien e whether that 
charge is true o r false 
If it is true, y o u

rages, but y o u can vindicate the men who 
have f*e©n unjustly accused.

The belief that co rruptio n had 
elected the senato r was held by all tho Re­ 
publican newspapers o f Ohio and half o f the 
Demo cratic papers.

Chat W ith m noaton Librarian« » A Clever 
Tl» k?f« » Valuable P aft of a Library .

“Boston j » copie arc exceptionally hon« *st nr» 
the handling of lxtoks 
Raid one of the ttssi^ 
ant .librarians to a reporter at the Boston 
public library y esterday . 
*‘In New York 
and cities abroad lilxrari/ms and dealers have 
to exercise much greater precaution t« » pr» >- 
tect their lxM>ks Ilian in Boston. 
At tin* 
Astor library in New York, for instance, an 
officer is stationer! at the door to insjxvt 
people as they jutss in and out. 
He sees that 
books withdrawn by patrons of the library 
anej properly charge* L and permits iioUvly to 
leave the building with a lxM>k or parcel that 
is .not accounted for according to the methods 
of tho library . 
If y en go in then* with a 
book that is y our personal property y ou must 
have itjeheokod at tbndoor, or deposit it them 
until y ou go away again. This is, of course*, 
U? prevent any body from 
substituting a 
cheap book of his own for a valuable number 
in:the library . 
We 'have not had to adopt 
such severe mea&pres in Boston, however, 
aid 1 do not think ü will ever lx? necessary 
‘ You do <x*easionaUy lose books, do y 511 
n o tr 
“Oh, y« **; but the 
is not of suffiexent 
consequence to justify us in restricting tthe 
advantages of the library by more stringent 
regulations. The numerous marks by which 
our lxx» ks can Is* idea tilled make succeasful 
pilfering very difficult. Each lxx» k, us v >u 
hav e ]>robably notic« dr lias a large printed 
label on tho inside of each cover, a number 
and a shelf lalx-l on thr back, and the seal < .f 
the library stamped in raised lettei*s on île* 
title page and in variuus jtails of the volume. 
We had some trouble a while ago in detecting? 
a thief who had conducted his operations veif.* 
cleverly . 
Having withdrawn a lxx» k .h»> 
soaked off the various labels and transferretl 
them to their respective plao<*s on a worthlesK 
book, which he in due time passed in at the 
returning counter. It was put in its proj« r 
place on the shelf, and nothing was known of 
the tri<*k until somebody called for the same 
tnXik 
It was then discovered, of course, that 
a transfer had Iwcn made, and steps were 
taken to iwovor the missing projierty . .It 
was eventually found in.the possession of the 
thief. He had been afraid to offer it for sale, 
because he could not eras.* the marks of the 
library seal. 
VULNERABLE PART ¡OF A LIBRARY. 
“ The most vulnerable part*.of the library is, 
naturally , tho reference shelves. 
Books on 
these shelves cannot be guarded a: those let 
out by card, and renewals are ,n<» w and then 
necessary by reason of loss« * from theft. 
Perhaps tho most remarkable.ease of book 
stealing on record occurred .here when,-on 
the same day , somebody walked .off with our 
Wo rcesters and Webster's .unabridged dic­ 
tionaries. We puzzled considerably over t he 
problem, of how it was done, and concluded 
that two-trips must hav e beeu made, and that 
the book w as held open against the thief* 
chest, mid concealed by a loose .overcoat.’-’ 
-Does y -.ur experience show' that ¡book 
thieves arc generally monomaniacsT! 
“As a rule they are. The book thief is 
usually unable to show any adequate reason 
for pilfering 
So metimes he is an enthusiast 
' <n a certain ¡subject, and striv es to accumu­ 
late a sjjoeiaJ library ; but in eases of this 
kind the thief is generally rich enough to pay 
for ull tli<* books he wants. Again, a map 
will steal a book without any idea of it# 
nature, apparently being overcome with a 
desire to steal, and taking the tirst lxK» k he 
cap lay his haiub on. 
'‘Eminently nspectable jK*oplc, professional 
men are sometimes caught in the net. 
A re­ 
m arkable i :ise was that concerning a justice 
on tin supremo bench of Massachusetts, an 
old story , but lxing a true one, worth re]» eat­ 
ing. 
Tills gentleman was very old and pos­ 
sessed -o f a mania for collecting funeral ser­ 
mons. 
>,lc purposed to bestow his collect ion 
upon the college from \y hich In* graduated. 
He- went nosing altcut in libraries, searching 
among th< pamphlet*. 
No one ever thought 
>t watching him, he stood so highly in the 
community . One day In* was examining a lot 
•of pamphlets lx/und together, and somebody 
heard him rig m rl tear the volume. 
A fter 
he had gone an investigation was made and 
it was found tliat a funeral sermon had been 
abstracted. 
A tv » te was sent to him request­ 
ing the r* turn <>i the missing pamphlet, and 
it is hardly necessary to say that the sermon 
came Lack by the next mail. 
It was further 
found that liis collection contained quite a 
number of pamphlets stolen in a similar w ay , 
but the discovery ended his eminent pilfering 
so far os is known.” 
THIEVING REDUCE» TO A MINIMUM. 
There arc 00 ,000 volumes in the state 
library , a large collection when it is co n­ 
sidered that it includes no fiction. 
It is in­ 
valuable as c, reference library and is used 
for t his purpose exclusively . 
No books are 
taken out and there is no red tape in the man­ 
agement. The visitor names tho bo o k he de­ 
sires to co nsult, and a co urteo us attendant 
brings it to him without a card or formality 


of any 'kind. The rules of the Instituth>n are 
vor< simple, n-quiriug that the visitor Ik*have 
well, let the shelves « lotus and -refrain from 
mutilating the books 
In spite *of this ap­ 
parent lack of i>rv» .'xntion Librarian Tilling- 
hast regards the danger frt» m thieving ro- 
duced to a minimum, 
“I orn in (be lil*rary almost all the time,” 
he said, “and the assistants aw* alway s busy 
about the room. 
People who consult tho 
books art; right under our ey es all the time, 
and when it is necessary we cxerciiw* es|K*<*iaI 
watchfulness. Moreover, there are certain 
safeguards thLt 1 will ndtaletail, but which 
secure us amply . 
The 'lal>els ami stanqis 
amount to almost nothing, for they art* the 
first things a tiiidf would remove or cover up. 
Private marks, inconspicuous to the general 
reader, but clear as day to the librarian, are 
very important. 
Another thing in our favor 
is the fact that the rotation of the books from 
the « hoives to consulting tables is so rapid. 
Almost any book would Ik? quickly missed, so 
great is the call and sr» limib*d the nUmljer. 
“The greatest danger to which libraries are 
subject from their ¡jatrons,” continued Mr. 
TiJlmghast, “is mutilation by picture cranks, 
1 moan men who have a paasion for collecting 
lK» rtraitsor engravings. 
You can’t trust a 
bk># ?aphy or magazine with them. 
First 
thing y ou know-they will tear out a jxige 
(vmtaiiiing a picture, map or some kind of il­ 
lustration 
Of cnurse I do not mean to say 
that all collectorwaf engravings are inclincsl 
t* acts of vandalism, 1 Ait it is a fact that with 
many of them-the passion is so strong as to 
overcome* all scruples of honesty or pro­ 
priety . 
You cannot catch them at it either, 
except by a lucky accident, and unless caught 
In the* net they *can never l>e convicted.*— Uos- 
ton Globe.

Homo weeks ago an intimation was 
convey ed to the docky ard authorities at 
Cronstadt that the water-tight compartments 
would lie tested in succession, and instructions 
weix* given to survey them afresh and make 
go« Ml any defects that might be discovered. 
If the official report is to be believed, every 
cff« irt was made to meet the wishes of the ad­ 
miralty ; y et when the compartments were 
actually filled with water tho fluid gu« li<*d 
through numerous apertures 
which hail 
escaped the ey e, and in some cases to an ex- 
t« *nt which would have been troublesome at 
sea after a serious accident. 
To secure fx*r- 
f«*«*ti<»n several of the compartments wore 
filled two or throe times, and it was only 
after a « leal <>f « loor adjusting and leak stop­ 
ping that the corvette*- was pronounced fit to 
proei*ed to sea.—Chi« *ago News.
